supreme court today as an 
unconstitutional rest r a i n t 
upon the freedom of the press. 
"This seems to be a device to 
limit a free press," declared Jus- 
tice Sutherland in the court's un- 
animous decision. "Suppression or 
abridgement of a free press can 
not be viewed except with con- 
cern." 
He said an "informed and en- 
lightened opinion" has been 
at 
stake throughout history and that 
restraints on newspapers plainly 
were prohibited by file 14th amend- 
ment to the constitution- 
The Louisiana law, passed in 


1934 
when Long dominated 
the 
state's politics, taxed 
newspaper, 
magazine and motion picture ad- 
vertisements. It imposed a 2 per 
cent gross receipts tax on adver- 
tisements In publications with a 
•weekly circulation of 20,000 
or 


more. 
A three-judge federal 
district 
court in Louisiana had held the 
legllation unconstitutional and en- 
joined the state from enforcing it. 
Thirteen newspapers challenging 
the legislation clamed It violated 
"freedom 'of the press" and was 
intended, to..punish them for.'op.- 
'posing the Long political forces. 
Counsel for the state replied the 
"country weekly Is regarded as a 
civic institution, whereas the large 
dailies are huge commercial en- 
terprises." 
They contended the 
liberty of the press was not In- 
volved. 
The law provided that any pcr-

This national defense total was 
another peace time high. It was 
$23,803,501 more than the $351,- 
178,020 allowed for the current fi- 
nancial year ending June 30, al- 
though $43,989 below budget esti- 
mates. Nor did the total include a 
grant of authority to contract 
for $10,669,786 wortli of equipment, 
reappropriations of $2,845,925 and 
$285,000 made available of pur- 
chase-of-discharge funds. Their ad- 
dition brought military funds avail- 
able for the next fiscal year to 
$388,782,232. 
Including $168,369,985 for non- 
military activities, the bill's overall 
total was $543,341,506 in outright 
appropriations. 
•Disregarding budget recommen- 
dations to hold the army down to 
147,000 men next year, the ap- 
propriations committee added $2,- 
344,211 in re-appropriations with 
the stipulation that the enlisted 
strength- U« brought, to not less 
than 150,000 or only 15,000 short of 
the mixumum 175,000 strength or- 
dered last year by congress. 
Provision was made for pro- 


curements of 565 airplanes during 
the year. By cutting down the al- 
lowance for spare engines, the 
committee permitted the purchase

dent said.

him as a senator, as the vice 
president of the United States, or 
as the man he was In his own 
right, his legion of friends will re- 
member him, always affectionate- 
ly, and will mourn his passing." 


Vice President Garner said he 


was "very sorry" to hear of his 
predecessor's 
death. 
"I was always 'very fond 
of 


him," Garner said. 
"I was asso- 


ciated with him in the house and 
then in the senate. 
He was a 


fine man and a good friend."

ENFORCEMENT LAWS 
ON MARBLE MACHINES 


REPORTED GAINING 


AUSTIN, 
Feb. 
7.—<flV-Reports 
to the attorney general's depart- 
ment indicated today enforcement 
against marble 
machines 
had 
tightened on the basis of recent 
appellate court decisions. 
Vernon Coe, assistant to the at- 
torney general, said a recent ac- 
tion by the supreme 'court ma- 
terially strengthened the position 
of local prosecuting attorneys who 
sought to enforce anti-gambling 
statutes againot the machines- 


Refusal of the supreme court 
to grant a writ of error in a Waco 
court of civil appeals 
decision, 
Coe said, upheld a ruling which 
classified automatic pay-off marble 
machines as gambling devices. 


The test case, dealt only with 
automatic pay-off machines. Opin- 
ions by the 
attorney 
general, 
however, have held other types 
to be outlawed. 
Validity of an Injunction issued 
In Limestone county restraining 
officers from confiscating the ma- 
chines formed the basis for the 
suit. Coe said the courts held of- 
ficers should not be restrained 
if they followed statutory proced- 
ure. 


Procedure Is Explained. 
Articles on the procedure, he 
explained, required five days of 
notice before a court hearing to 
determine if machines .picked up 
as gambling devices 
should 
be 
confiscated. In the suit, he said, 
the state conceded officers should 
be restrained If their acts con- 
travened the procedural statutes. 
Despite the rulings, he said, a 
practical difficulty In 
obtaining 
convictions arose from a legisla- 
tive act levying an occupation tax 
on the machines. 
While the appellate courts held 
that the tax did not legalize the 
devices, he explained, exhibition 
of state tax receipts made juries 
hesitant to convict a person for 
operating a 'machine licensed by 
the state. 


Some Confusion Exists. 
While there was 
no 
conflict, 


some confusion arose from the 
fact that civil appelate courts 
had, In effect, construed a crim- 
inal statute over which the court 
of criminal appeals would be su- 
preme. 
Coe said the highest tribunal 
had intimated, however, its hold- 
ing In a test case would be sim- 
ilar to that of the civil courts. 
In a case in which legality was 
not a direct issue, the opinion 
hinted that the court believed the 
marble machines were gaming de- 
vices and therefore outlawed- 
The court of civil appeals opin- 
ion was1 based in part 
on 
an 
earlier ruling of the, court 
of 
criminal appeals that slot machin- 
es were illegal although not named 
In the gaming" statutes.

week, as attempts were made to 
fill in all of the rush orders for

MONTERREY RETURNS 
TO NORMALCY AFTER 


PROTESTACTIVITY

MONTERREY, Mexico, Feb. 7.— 


(IP)—The commercial life of Mon- 
terrey returned to normal today 
after a two-day suspension of all 
business 
activities 
in 
protest 
against alleged Communistic agi- 
tation. 


The encounter of capitalism and 
Communism was considered gen- 
erally to have resulted in "no de- 
cision." 


Gov. Rafael Morales Sanchez of 
NUevo Leon declared that in his 
opinion the "employers circle", had 
been fighting a phantom enemy In 
staging its protest against Com- 
munism, and made clear at. the 
same time that he himself was not 
a Communist nor in favor of Com- 
munism. 


Governor Sanchez announced he 
would not accede to the demands 
of employers that he remove Teo- 
filo Martinez Perez from the pres- 
idency of the board of councllla- 
tion and arbitration, "inasmuch as 
he Is not a Communist and has 
broken no law." 


Members of the Employers' Cir- 


cle, which includes prominent in- 
dustrial and business leaders of 
the state, had accused Martinez 
Perez of being a Communist and 
demanded 
his ouster 
on the 
grounds that he declared legal a 
strike in a. local glass 
factory 
against the will of a majority of 
the employes. 


Despite the governor's 
refusal 
to meet their petition, business 
leaders exprssed satisfaction with 
th results of their "fight against 
attempts to establish a Commun- 
istic dictatorship" and declared the 
fight would be continued. 
Both General Sanchez and Mar- 
tinez Perez declared the demon- 
strations 
organied by business 
men were "unnecessary and exag- 
gerated." 


The governor contended the at- 
titude 'of business was unjustified 
"since not one workers' irganiza- 
tion nor even' a small group of 
workers" had declared in favor of 
Communism.

Wilson's address provided a fit-

PENSION APPLICANTS 


MUST DE APPROVED 


AUSTIN, 
Feb. 
8.—Applicants 


should be able to prove their year- 
ly incomes because the old age 
pension law provides that $360 
yearly for single persons and $720 
yearly for married couples must 
he the total of revenues received 
by applicants from all sources in- 
cluding the- state aid, Arvillc S. 
Carpenter, executive director-des- 
ignate of the old age 
pension 
commission said today about the 
new law. 
"Applicants should be prepared 


to make a full and complete state- 
ment of all earnings for the two 
years immediately preceding ap- 
plication," Mr. Carpenter declared. 
"The cash or security clause in 
the now law necessitates that ap- 
plicants be able to tell the exact 
amount of money they have in the 
bank. 
They should be prepared 
to give a description of all secur- 
ities owned, serial numbers, from 
whom purchased, etc." he explain- 
ed. 
"If securities were sold, the 
name of the purchaser must 
be 


known. Full details about all se- 
curities handled, bought, or sold 
during the last two years must be 
provided. 


"Not 
only does the requirement 


concern earned income, but aid 
received from n.ny source must be 
listed," Carpenter stated. 
Section 1, subsection (e) of the 
new law reads that the application 
shall contain contain the follow- 
ing information: 
"If receiving aid from any source, 


the amount and from whom, or if 
such aid be not in cash money, 
then a description of BUch aid ten- 
dered, together with the name of 
the source of such aid and from 
whom; the amount received from 
the 
United Stales 
government, 
state or county, public or private 
charitable organizations, corpora- 
tions, or private individuals. 


Applicants will be able to get 
blanks in their own locality Feb- 
ruary 14. These forms may bo 
filed as soon as filled out by ap- 
plicants.

Charles Curtis, former Vice Presi- 
dent who died today, once at- 
tempted to turn from the ways 
of the white men and again be- 
come a reservation Indian.

dian and until he was 10 years

with his grandmother.

After 
his grandmother had sent him 
to Topeka to school, he once re- 
turned to the reservation, having 
tired, of the white man's ways.

Curtis, at 10 years of age, went 
on the war path for the first 
time when bloodthirsty Cheyenne 
Indians surrounded the reserva- 
tion of the 
peaceful Kaws In 


Morris county, Kas.. 


They took the very path on 


which the Cheyennes were using 
and slipping through their lines, 
ran 60 miles to Topeka to tell 
the white soldiers 
about 
the 


plight of his people. 


The soldiers reached the reser- 


vation In time to drivo away the 
Cheyennes. 


Five years after he had saved 


the Kaws from 
their 
enemies, 


Curtis left 
their reservation to 


take up the ways of the white 
men. 


HH came to Topeka where he 


studied law while he earned a 
llvinp as a jockey and later as 
a hack driver. 


At the age of 24 he was elect- 


ed county attorney of Shawnee 
county. 


He has been credited with being 


one of the first county attor- 
neys to attempt strict 
enforce- 


ment of the state's liquor laws 
here.

Adolf Hitler has more pa- 


tience than the world cred- 
its him with. Past utterances 
have given the impression 
that he regarded Germany 
as almost completely won 
over to Nazism and that he 
chafed at the thought of 
any remaining 
opposition. 


His oratorical review of his 
three years' reign on Jan. 
30 revealed a longer view 
and a slower i-empo. 


The "better part of the 


people" were with him from 
the first, he said, but die- 
hards remain. Younger gen- 
erations must continue the 
fight, and "gradually one 
people will emerge — one 
mind, one spirit, one will 
and one energy." 


In one year after he took 


charge of Germany, he says, 
the Nazis won one per cent 
of the remaining opponents 
to their cause. In two years 
they won two per cent. "In 
100 years we will have won 
100 per cent."

against gross Income and credits 
agalnit net income has -resulted 
in numerous errors on the part 
of taxpayers. 
The Revenue Act of 1934 pro- 
vides for an earned income credit 
in addition to the personal exemp- 
tion and credit for dependents, 
etc., for the purpose of comput- 
ing the normal tax. Having ar- 
rived at the net income, the next 
step is to deduct the personal ex- 
emption and credit for depend- 
ents. The balance represents the 
"surtax - net

NEW FARM BILL IS 


SENA1FOREGAST 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—(#)— 
With democratic leaders defending: 
the new farm bill 
and 
Senator 
Borah (D-Ida)- questioning its "con- 
stitutionality," the capital expects 
a stiff fight before the measure 
comes to a vote in the senate next 
week. 
Borah arose at 3 a. m., yester- 
day to study the bill so he could 
be prepared for senate debate lat- 
er In the day. A snowstorm, which, 
held many members away from the 
capital, brought an end to the ses- 
sion before much discussion took 
place, but Borah told reporters: 
"A casual survey shows there Is 
serious 
constitutional 
question 


about the bill." 
He said he would study It furth- 


er and "be governed by the con- 
clusions I reach." 
Senator Robinson (D-Ark), ma- 
jority leader, declared, however, 
that the senate would pass the 
measure on Monday or Tuesday by 
a 2 to 1 majority, while Senator 
Pope (D-Ida) said there is "good 
reason" to believe the bill con- 
forms to the supreme court's AAA 
ruling. 
A bill similar to the senate meas- 
ure is pending in the house. 
(They would set up a dual sys- 
tem of federal aid to farmers. The 
secretary 
of 
agriculture 
woulc 
grant subsidies 
directly 
to the 
farmers for conserving soil, or the 
grants would be distributed through 
state organizations if states chose 
to cooperate. Soil would be con- 
served by retiring It from commer- 
cial production.)

This would pay to the surplus-pro- 
ducing farmer a debenture certlfl 
cate or bounty equal to half the 
tariff on a commodity similar to 
tho one he exports.
